Little Golden Hair ‘‘ipped the Metal, 
it Fell, and the Sunshine of 
the Walters’ Home Was 
Clouied Over. 


While playing happily with her two 
brothers in the yard at the rear of her 
home Tuesday morning, Esther Walters, 2 
years old, had the life instantly crushed 
out of her. 

Esther was the youngest chile of John 
and Maggie Walters, 2327 Benton street. 
The brothers who witnessed the accident 
and were powerless to prevent it were 
Oscar, age@ 6, and Oliver, 7 years old. 
Esther wes the pet of the family. She 
had curling golden locks and large blue 
eyes. Her little brothers loved her de- 
votedly, and would willingly have laid down 
their own lives to have spared her. 

At 9 o'clock Tuesday morning Mrs. Wal- 
ters sent the children out in the side yard 
to piay. .The heat was oppressive, Little 
Esther was clad only in a little white slip 
and her golden curls were unconfined. The 
sun had not yet licked up the dew that 
was on the grass and the children is their 
bare feet enjoyed running through it. For 
half an hour there was nothing to mar 
thetr pleasure. 

Then came an accident that blotted out 
the sunshine from the Walters household. 

Workmen were making some repairs in 
the house. A heavy zinc bath tub, six feet 
long, encased in a wooden frame had been 
placed in the rear yard. It was left stand- 
ing on the end. Tne children were playing 
hide and seek. Little Esther ran to hide. 
The big bath tub attracted her and she 
ran into it to hide. 

One of her brothers. who was hiding his 
eyes. went to look for her. Thoug he 
knew where she was he playfully pretended 
that he could not see her. He walk 
around, looking for her and enjoyed hearing 
the little girl chuckle at his inability to 
find her. 

‘“‘Here I am, 'n the bathtub,”’ ehe ehouted 
in great gleeeas she stepped from it and 
started to run to the base to count herself 
safe. Her brother was not 10 feet away 
when she stepped from the tub, and he was 
going to allow her to beat him to the base. 

As littie Esther steprpei frocn the tub her 
weight, sight as it was, was sufficient to 
cause the heavy tub to lose its balance. 
It tottered. for a second and then fell. 
The child was unconscious of any danger, 
and when she stariei to run she fell. The 
big tub came down almost at the same 
instant. Both brothers saw it and called 
loudly, but were powerl ss to stay the fall 


of metal. 

Their I'ttle sister lay still. not even a 
moan passed her lips. The frightened b ys 
ran and told their mother. 

Mrs. Walters, w.th some neighbors’ as:- 
sistance, moved the tub. The sight that 
met their gaze made the cnother frantic 
until unconsciousness crept over her. 

The big tub did not touch the child's 
body, but the edge caught her head and 
crushed it as though it were an egg shell. 
When the little body wes picked up there 
Was one quiver and all was over. 

The grass was crimsoned and flakes of 
blood were on her little white dress that 
a moment before was spotless. Gentle 
hand#@ carried the child in the house. Dr. 
Shea of 2221 Benton street was called. All 
he could do was to pronounce the child 
dead. Then he set about restoring the 
mother to consciousness, 

Oscar and Oliver, who witnessed their 
little sister’s death, were overcome with 
grief and could not be comforted.

DOVER, Del., Aug. 23.—The San Francis- 
co Borgia who sent a box of poisoned can- 
dy, destined to bring death to two persons, 
9000 miles through the mails, will be hunted 
down. 

The firet step has been taken. To-day an 
officer from San Francisco will arrest eat 
Stockton, Cal., Mrs. W. A. Botkin, the wo- 
man whose name has been linked with that 
of John P. Dunning, husband of the wo- 
man who, with her sister, Mrs. J. P. Deane, 
died after eati the bonbonas filled with 
arsenic, sent od the mysterious ‘Mrs. 
of San Francisco as a present to Mrs. Dun- 
ning and her baby. . 

Other arrests will follow, and it is sup- 
posed that the Mrs. Celey, Mrs. Botkins’ 
friend, who was also an intimate associate 
of Dunning’s during his wife's absence 
from San Francisco, will be taken into 
custody. 

The Dunnings lived in San Francisco for 
several years. J. P. Dunning was a news- 
paper reporter in San Francisco before the 
hurricane at Samoa that wrecked the Ger- 
man and American fleets made him a fa- 
mous correspondent. He is well known to 
newspaper managers anf writers all over 
the country. About two years ago his wife 
and bube came to Dover to live with her 
father, ex-Congressman Pennington, and 
Dunning remeined in San Francisco It was 
during his wife's absence that he made the 
acquaintance of (Mrs. Botkin and Mrs. Ce- 
ley. 


ENVY THE MOTIVE. 

The crime possesses strange features, The 
motive was «either hatred, fear or envy, 
most likely envy. 

Continent lay between the tigerish woman 
in California who sent the bonbons and her 
victim in Delawere. It is a crime that 
standa out even amogg all poisonings, and 
its perpetrator, whoeVer éhe may be, is 
such a one as does not appear in a century 
of murders.

Why anybody should send death to a 
young, amiable, home-loving woman, whose 
interests were only in her husband, baby, 
father and the friends who were theire as 
well aa hers; who only touched the outer 
world in a social circle the reverse of gson- 
sational, is an absolute mystery. Why the 
murderess should plot to kill an Infant lies 
as deep.

She 
stood over the stove and cooked the chocé- 
late and poured in the arsenic and stirred 
it up.

She wrote the note, she lald the hand- 
kerchief in, she wrapped the parcel and

She probably posted it herself and then 
she waited—walited a whole week until the 
big headlines in the newspapers told her she 
had succeeded in killing Mrs. Dunning and 
had killed another woman with her, but 
had missed on the baby. 

THE POISON DID ITS WORK. 

The package reached the house of ex- 
Congressman Ponnington at Dover by the 
evening all of Alizust 9. 

Mrs. Dunning tore off the wrapper, re- 
marking to her friends and relatives: “This 
comes from a-friend in San Franciseb.”’ 

The little party were on the porch of Mr.

I do not know 
where she lived, but she came to visit Mrs. 
Botkin quite often. I think she was origi- 
nally a friend of Mrs. Bctkin.

early All the Victims of the Disaster 
Were Foreigners, Working by 
Numbers, and Identities Have 
Not Yet Bevon Fixed. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 23.—Elght men 
were killed, possibly ten; five others were 
injured, two fatally, and an unknown num- 
ber are still imprisoned under a mass of 
earth in the Carnegie tunnel on the Char- 
tiers division of the Panhandle Rallway 
last night. The accident was due to the 
wall of the tunnel caving in on a number 
of workmen. The dead are: 

John Jones, foreman, married and lived 
at Ashton, Va. 
Felix Mills, 
Glendale, Pa. 

Six unknown, all foreigners, 

Five men were injured. One of these, a 
negro, name unknown, was taken to the 
West Pennsylvania Hospital in a dying 
condition. One of the others is also ex- 
pected to die. 

The men were part of a shift of 68 em- 
ployed by Casparius, a contractor from 
Columbus, O. They were engaged in tear- 
ing out the tunnel on the Chartiers Valley 
branch, just west of Carnegie. 

The work has been done entirely at night, 
in order not to interfere with traffic during 
the day. It has progressed for about a 
month without accident, and was nearing 


laborer, married, lived at 


completion. 

“Tast night the gang of workmen was en- 
gaged in loading the train used in hauling 
out the dirt from the tunnel. A blast had 
been set off about an hour before. The men 
were preparing to pull down the west wall 
of the tunnel, had fixed a rope for this 
purpose, and were preparing to drill some 
holes in it for blasting, when suddenly the 
wall fell over on them.’ Every man stand- 
ing at that end of the Dig excavation was 
buried alive. 

Without an instant’s hesitation the oth- 
er workmen at once began the work of 
rescue. 

Seven of the men were taken out dead. 
The others ure yet unaccounted for, and 
are supposed to be under a great pile of 
rock at the eastern end of the tunnel, 

Most of the men employed on the work 
are Italians. They go by numbers instead 
of names, and nothing is known of their 
family relations. Their fellow-workmen 
were too busy this morning seeking far 
mere dead to identify any of the bodies. 


STARS AND STRIPES FLOAT. 


The American Flag Raised Over Pub- 
lic Buildings in Honolulu. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—Steamers 
from: Honolulu bring the news of the raising 
of the American flag over the Hawailan 


Islands Aug. 12. 

The flag was in. charge of G. H. 
Platt, gunner’s mate of the Philadelphia, 
and R. Winters, boatswain’s mate of the 
Mohican. These are the men who actually 
raised the stars and stripes over Hawaii. - 

The flag used for the occasion was the 
largest size used in the navy, specially made 
at Mare Island for the purpose. 

As soon as President Dole and his Cabinet 
came from the Executive Building to the 
platform and Justices of the Supreme Court 
followed and then Admiral J. N. Miller and 
T’inited States Minister Harold Sewall came 
down the steps, followed by Captains C. H.

Locked in. the observation ward at the 
City Hospital is J. M. Matchett, once prom- 
inent in local religious circles. He paces his 
cell night and day, declaring he is perfectly 
sane and insisting to every one who will 
listen that his confinement is unwarranted. 

There was nothing in the prisoner’s man- 
ner Tuesday morning to belie his asser- 
tions. 

Mr. Matchett is 43 years old and unmar- 
ried. He lived at 4337 Norfolk avenue. A 
week ago he was taken to the Insane Asy- 
lum on recommendation of the hospital au- 
thorities. 

Matchett’s mind was apparently clear 
Tuesday when he discussed his case with a 
Post-Dipatch reporter. 

“T helped to organize.the Willing Work- 
ers in St. Louis,’’ said he, “and was iden- 
tified with several other charitable religious 
movemcnts,. Without undue boasting, I 
may say I was the first man in St. Louis 
to establish sleeping headquarters for the 
poor in the slam districts. 

‘“‘My whole heart was absorbed in God's 
work, but the strain began to tell on me 
and I retired from the field. Because I 
refused to co-operate with them the Min- 
isters’ Alliance ougeaes me, but their ef- 
forts were unavalling. 
ular occupation {s that of a Sta- 
tionery Engineer. I was also an inepector 
for the LEngineers’ Union to which I be-. 
longed, and while in that capacity, I was 
orrepen three weeks ago in the Fifth Dis- 
trict. 

“The officer who nabbed me was an old 
engineer who knew me and had a grudge 
against me, and he told the hospital people 
that | wanted to kill him. Themithey ex- 
amined me and soon thereafter was on 
the road to the City Insane Asylum. 

“From the moment I landed there I 
planned to escape. I was there five days 
when I took French leave. 

“When I got beyond those dreary walls 
the first thing I did was to buy a revolver. 
I resolved to dill the first man who at- 
tempted to throw me in that lunatic asy- 
lum again. I called on my brother-in-law, 
G. H. Vantelburg of 1401 Hickory street, 
shortly afterward and related to him the 
facts of my incarceration. He visited the 
asylum and secured my discharge from 
Dr. Runge. 

“It was the dread of going back there 
that has brought me here. I went into 
Delegate Wittenberg’s saloon at Ninth and 
Chestnut street a few nights ago and had 
an ot peg with some one there. They 
hustled me from the salooh and I drew a 
gun. They said I was crazy and took me to 
the City Dispensary. I admit that I 
brought my revolver,into play, because I 
had determined not to be returned to this 
madhouse. 

“They eay IT am crazy on religion. Well 
the man who gays that is himself crazy. I 
haven't meddled with religion in two 
months. I have been misrepresented and if 
given a fair chance will prove the truth of 
my statements.”’

WAR ON ASPHALT COMBINE. . 


New York's Mayor Wants the City to 
Establish Its Own, Plant. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—War has been de- 
clared by Mayor Van Wyck against the as- 
phalt combine. He threatens to have the 
city establish its cwn manufacturing plant. 
The outcome of the fight is of great inter- 
ést to St. Louls tax-payers. 

Mayor Van Wyck asked for an appropria- 
tion for asphalt strips in Long Island City. 
The first estimate of cost was $22,000, 

Now the company wants $14,000 more for 
the work. For years/the City of New York 
has been paying high prices for asphalt. 
Twice the grand jury has been called on 
to investigate the charges against these 
companies and indictments for conspiracy 
were found against some officials. 

At first the Barber Asphalt Co. monopo- 
lized the city contracts. The Sicillan Com- 
pany was afterward started. A combination 
was formed itn March, 1892. The Barber 
Company then bid $4.75 a yard and the 51- 
otlian $4.94 per yard. A charge of extortion 
against the companies Was made recently 
by Street Cleaning Commissioner McCart- 
ney at a meeting of the Board of Puplic 
Improvements.

We wouldn’t think of placing the Cleveland 
Club in St. Louis unless we could have ab- 
solute control of the property. The affairs 
of the Browns as yom 4 ¢tand to-day are de- 
eidedly muddied, owing to the conflicting 
claims of Von der Ahe’s creditors. 

“We shall never leave Cleveland for some- 
thing worse. We do not contend that 
Cleveland has always been a poor baseball 
city, but assert that in the past three or 
four years the team hes not received the 
support that it warrants. My own impres- 
sion is that the Cleveland team never will 
be sold or transferred, except as an intact 
organization.: We have stare among the 
players, and we have also a team that has 
brought team work to the highest standard, 
and we consider thet to sell one, two oF 
three men would so destroy the general 
value of the property as to make such a 
move a direct financial loss. Our pitching 
staff alone is worth the price of an or- 
dinary club, and there is not «a player on 
the salary roll who ts not desirable.

Mrs. Loulse Dallmeyer, wife of H. Dall- 
meyer, conducting a dry goods house aty 
1237 Franklin avenue, died at her home at | 
4161 Morgan street, Monday afternoon from 
injuries sustained earlier in the day while 
burning insects from the shrubbery in the 
yard, the story of which was told exclusive- 
ly in the Post-Dispatch. Mrs. Dallmeyer 
was one of-the best known women of 8t. 
Louis, and her death was especially dis- 
tressing and tragic. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock Monday morning 
the lady prepared a fire torch with which 
to burn away the caterpillars and insects | 
which infested the shrubbery in the sored 
yard. She lighted the torch, and was 
burning some of the ingects above her head 


when some of the fire pees from the 
torch and fell upon her shoulders, igniting 
her clothes. 

Mrs. Dallmeyer wore a large sunbonnet. 
The bonnet obstructed her view in any di- 
rection save straight ahead, and she did 
not learn of the fire upon her shoulders 
until she felt the hot bresth of the flames. 
Then she screamed and ran to the house 
and into the basement. 

As she ran the increased motion of the 
air upon the flames fanned them into new | 
and greater fury, and when Mrs, Dallmeyer 
rushed into the basement she was wrapped 
in a sheet of leaping flame. 

Miss Lulu Schoeferling, a servant itn the 


house, was in the rear of the building 
on the second floor when he mistress cried

for help, and rushed into the basement. 
With great presence of mind the young 
woman snatched a blanket and leaped down 
the stairway. She threw the blanket about 
the burning woman and ‘clasped her tightly 
and turned her rapidly, smothering and 
slapping the flames until every spark of fire 
was out. 

Then the blanket was removed, and Mrs. 
Dallmeyer, her clothing. burned in. shreds 
and she suffering excruciating pain from 
the burns all over her poses. walked up- 
stairs to her room and lay down upon her 
bed. Medical assistance was summoned, 
and every thing possible done to allev ate the 

good woman's sufferings. She sank stead- 
ily, — at 1:40 o’clock in the afternoon she

Mrs. Louise Dallmeyer, born in Prasse, 
Was a native of Germany, and came here 
when a child. She was 52 years of age. 
For many years she has been one of the 
leading women of the community. She was 
a member of the Damen Circle, a charitable 
organization of German ladles, ‘and the Lad. 
ies’ Societ of the St. Peter's German 
Evangelical Church. 

She gave freely of her abundant means 
to charity and kindred causes, and was 
sincerely beloved for her beautiful, gener- 
ous and sympathetic traits of nature and 
character.

DR. CLEON M. HIBBARD FELL 
SEVEN STORIES TO IN- 
STANT DEATH. 


HOUSE SURGECN OF PLANTERS’ 
ie Recently shiieiiel Appointment 
to Succeed Dr. George Lyon, 
Gone to War. 


As exclusively told in a late edition of 
the Post-Dispatch Monday, Dr. Cleon M. 
Hibbard, house physician at the Planters’ 
Hotel, fell down an elevator shaft at his 
hotel and was instantly killed. The ac- 
cident occurred shortly after 6 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Five minutes before Dr. Hibbard met his 
violent death he stood at the hotel counter 
talking with Clerk Bailey, for whom he 
had written a prescription. The clerk 
asked the doctor to get the prescription 
filed for him: 

“I will have to go to my room first,” 
replied the doctor, and accordingly he as- 


cended to the seventh floor. The elevator 
stopped and the doctor was part of the 
way out, when it suddenly moved upward, 
causing him to collide violently with the 
frame work above the door. This swayed. 
the body of the doctor so that he fell 
through the space leading to the ground 
floor. Although this space is apparently 
very narrow, it is large enough to allow 
an ordinary sized tbody to slip through, and 
after passing the elevator carriage, the 
body was hurled downward through the 
open shaft. 
The elevator was conducted by John Gun- 
saullis, who turned deathly sick on ac- 
count of the accident and had to be taken 
away from the hotel. The rotunda of the 
hotel was well filled with guests and spec- 
tators when the body of the doctor landed 
upon the ground floor. For several min- 
utes consternation prevailed. It was so 
sudden that - one could comprehend what 
had nope pened 

The elevator boy left his post of duty and 
walked down the stairs. The mangled form 
of the doctor was hurried in an ambulance 
to the City Dispensary, but the attending
